bribery Case. | 

The three colamn article published by 
Forney in reply to the Congressional Com- 
mittee that censured the Washington 
Chronicle for its corruption in the Georgia 
case, is as unique a document as we have 
perused in a long time. 

lle thinks the Committee's report pitiable, 
a shame, and a matter of surprise. Doubt- 
lees. No scamp was ever pleased at being 
found out and censured by honest men. 
This eballition of feeling is eo natura?that 
we must give Forney credit for its thorough 
naturalness. 

Forney thinks that when he told the com- 
mittee that he knew nothing of any cor- 
rupt or improper means used to influence 
voters against the Bingham Amendment 
the committee should have esid, “Go, Mr. 


Forney, your skirts are clean; your purity 


is angelic.” The contumacious committee 
riled his honest soul by proving the mat- 
ter. The idea teewed to strike Forney that 
when 4 scamp says not guilty, it isa pre- 
posterous piece of audacity to look farther 
into his case. Forney says be refased to 
zhow his books, but they made him bring 
them in, and even refused him a lawyer to 
argue against the persecution. And not 
only this, but they examined his books 
with a microscope to see if any alterations 
had been made. This crowning outrage 
stirred Forney into an explosion of pathos 
that equals anything in history. As he 
saw this awful process he sat by and re- 
called the weary years that Forney had 
fought for Republicanism, and for his steal- 
ings to be thus improperly exposed cha- 
grined deeply his noble soul. 

The truth is that no rarer paper ever em- 
anated from the human brain than this 
document. Abusing the committee, ap- 
pealing to his services to Radicalism, he 
claims that Senaters who steal big sums 
should not rasp him for his small pick- 
ings. 

It is a curious commentary on the times 
and Radicalism, that the official organ of 
the Government, when caught directly in 
selling ita advocacy of measures for money, 
should see no wrong In the matter, and rely 
for defense on the fact that some men in 
high office have sold themselves higher 
than it did. It indulges in considerable 
clap-trap against the rebels, and talks 
about its services, as if all this was an an- 
swer to its proven corruption. He says in 
one place, with great emphasis, that the 
Chronicle has “never, thank God, deserted 
a Republican who was faithful to his trust.” 
He should have added, “while said Repub- 
lican had a dollar,and would pay him, as 
Bullock did, three prices without ques- 
tion.” 


Spirit of the Press on the Ballock

The Washington Evening Star, of the 
21st, comments upon the attempt of For- 
ney to dictate to the Republican Senatora, 
as follows, and cites the scathing comments 
of the Radical Washington correspondent 
of the Boston Advertiser, upon this dis- 
graceful subject.

Governor Bullock and the Public 
Funds—No. 10, 


The Legislature, in its appropriation act 
for 1869, voted $2,000 as the salary of the 
Attorney General. Governor Bullock ve- 
toed this particularsection. The Attorney 
General can practice in all the courts in 
ail cases save where the State fs a party. 

Now let us sec what Governor Bullock 
has paid his Attorney General, H. P. Far- 
row? Weare informed that, in 1869, Col. 
Farrow got $3,600 from the State Road.

Governor Bullock’s Reply to the 
Judiciary Committee. 


In our Evening Edition we gave some 
extracts from this document. We have 
now the whole in the Washington Chron- 
icle of Monday. According to the prices 
disclosed by Forney’s books, this concern 
and Forney’s editorial encomium upon it 
cost his Georgia Excellency about $380.

"The report does not say whether Sena- 
tors were influenced by the “ improper in- 
fluences ” which Bullock brought to bear, 
but, from the fact that a bill has passed the 
senate continuing Georgia in servitude to 
the man who bribed Forney and the lob- 
byists, it may be inferred that Forney and 
the lobbyists knew how to bring “ improp- 
er influences” to bear 80 as to make them 
effective. Had “ improper influences” any- 
thing to do with the fanaticism of Drake, 
and the venom of Morton, and the dema- 
yogism of Howard, and the gaseous orato- 
ry of Stewart, in the debate on the Georgia 
bill 7 

There is evidence that this man Bullock 
has been guilty of theft from the treasury 
of the State. Such is the direct testimony 
of the State Treasurer, backed by proofs 
over Builock’s own signature. There is 
yood reason to believe that the money 
with which he bribed Forney and the lob- 
byists to bring “improper influences” to 
bear on the senate was stolen from the 
‘Treasury of the State. lf Georgia be a 
provisional government, why does not 
Congress hold Bullock to answer for his 
crimes?

A correspondent of the Tallahassee Flor- 
idian, writing from Albany, Georgia, says: 


Railroad matters are progressing wg ye: 
here. The Brunswick and Albany ad, 
under the superintendence of Col. E. Hul- 
bert, the man who counted General Gor- 
don out of the Governorship of Georgia, 
is now completed up to several miles this 
side of where it crosses the Gulf Load at 
No. 9, and is to be pushed forward as fast 
as men and money can carry it to Eufaula. 
From there the road runs to Meridian, Mis- 
sissippi, and is known as the Brunswick 
and Vicksburg road, though it is not yet 
completed. ‘The road from Meridian to 
Vicksburg ia already built, and the filling 
up of a sbort gap between the latter place 
and Shreveport, Louisiana, completes the 
line to Marsnail, Texas. When fully com- 
pleted, this will be a good line of railroad, 
and is destined to work important cianges 
in the thoroughfares of trade. 

The road which more immediately con- 
cerns the people in your vicinity is the 
South Georgia and Florida Railroad, run- 
ning sie agen from Thomasville to this 
place. The roadis now built to within a 
mile of this city, though the passenger 
trains have not yet commenced to run regu- 
larly. The Company will build a ware- 
house on each side of the river here, and it 
is bare. y possible that this and the Bruns- 
wick and Albany Road will unite and build 
a bridge over the Flint together witha 
double track. All these roads centering 
here is destined to make Albany a thriving 
town. Weonly wish that we had them at 
Tallahassee. On the railroad from Bain- 
bridge to Thomasville, we saw several per- 
sons engaged in hiring hands to work on 
the Bainbridge, Cutbbert and Columbus 
Road, of which Colonel Bruton of the for- 
mer place is President.

I write from this busy little county-seat, 
famous as the residence of Hon. Alexander 
Ii. Stephens, our distinguished ex-Confed- 
erate Vice-President; and knowing that 
anything concerning the great Georgia 
statesinan will be interesting to your Vir- 
sfinia readers, I will give you a few items. 

[spent the day recently with Mr. Ste- 
phens at his residence licre (Liberty Hall). 
This isan unassuming country house, a 
white frame building erected with an eye 
to comfortand convenience, which end te 
rOprictor has most successfully attained. 

tis the cosiest, coolest, most inviting 
bachelor’s retreat | ever visited—opening 
upon a grassy lawn, unusual in this State, 
and shaded by a number of pretty oaks, lo- 
custs, ele, 

I found Mr. Stephens looking very pale 
and emaciated, reciining in his invalid 
chair, and intentiy discussing some law 
points ina murder case with some legal 
friend. Though extremely feeble, when in- 
terested or excited he would sit up erect, 
his remarkable eye would sparkle with its 
old fire, and he wou!d address his hearers in 
an animated and always convincing strain. 
It is his custom, when the weather is fine, 
to sit in his easy chair in his verandah. and 
as he converses whicels himself slowly back 
and forth by a convenicnt arrangement 
which costs him but little effort, and, as he 
says, exercises aud strengthens his arms 
and chest. When the sun gets low, he calla 
for his crutches and hobbies slowly over the 
lawn and through his well kept garden, iu 
which he seems much interested. Having 
but a partial use of his legs, Mr. Stepheis 
walks with difficulty on his crutches, Ile 
says his hip is dislocated, and thinks he will 
never be able to Jay his crutches aside. 

Mr. 8. has just put his tinishing touches 
to his second volume of “The War between 
the States,” and some copics are now in the 
hands of the agents.
